sprinkled over with stars arranged in 
suggestive 
groups and lines, ithas few 


rivals In the heavens. 
The impression 


of astonishment 
made by the sight of 


this nebula is heightened by knowledge 
of its enormous size. [ The entire solar 
system ',would appear. as a tiny speck 
beside It Yet this tremendous 
aggre- 


gation of nebulous 
clouds and starry 


swarms 
has 
been proved by the re- 


searches 
of the late Professor Keeler 


of tb*e Lick observatory 
to be flying 


away from the earth and tbe sun Atthe 
rate of 11 miles in every second! 
But 


so vast Is Its distance that -100 years 
reveal no visual effects .of the great 
nebula's swiftretreat. Ifit were near 
by, It would seem: to become rapidly 
smaller.— Youth's Companion.
